Senate Bill Xo. 151, bv Mr. Slotten. 


Aniendn sections 1 aud B of chapter 41 
of the laws of l«f»7 providing fur the 
creation 
of improvement districts* in 


eiticH. Provides that all citii* now or 
that m»> hereafter bo organized under 
the general laws of the state maj "turb, 
pave, grade, macadamize, build 
and 


maintain sewers on alt streets and high 
ways and that the cant shall be taxed 
four fifth, against tho lot in proportion to 
the-'number of mipfrticial fet-t in the im- 
provement district and ono fifth against 
the city. 


Senate Bill No. 20, b) Mr. Laidlaw. 


Repeal.-) Chapter 77 of the code with re

Senate Bill Xo. 21. bv Mr. Creel. 


Amends the present law with>clation to 
the publication of insurance statements. 
Provides that they shall lw charged for 
at'the full legal rates. The law requires 
publication three times in a newspaper 
in each judicial district in which the 
company has an agency. 
Under the 


prexent law the stateiuvnts are charged 
for at half rates alone. 


Senate Bill No. 22, by Mr. Ames. 


Amends Sections «W8,0*33. 643* of the 
code with .relation to the sales of prop- 
erty by administrators or executors. 
Provides that where sale of property is 
neceasary to pay debts, or where it is for 
the beat interests of the estate, whether 
necessary or not the administrator or exe- 
cutor*hall apply to tbe county judge and 
that a citation shall issue. Provides also 
that where the administrator or execu- 
tor fails to apply under such circum- 
stances, application for a decree to sell 
may by made by a creditor or third per- 
son interested. 


Senate Bill So. 23, by Mr. Cronan. 


Provide* that in any action pending or 
that may ensue against any corporation 
organized under th« laws of the territory 
or state, where a receiver has been ap- 
pointed and the property taken into the 
hands of the court, if it shall be shown 
that the corporation has abandoned or 
forfeited ite francbjae, the court shall 
not dismiss the action but proceed to 
give judgment and distribute property 
under Section 5779 of the codes. 


Senate Bill No. 24, by Mr. Hegge, de- 


flnert the dutuw of the commissioner of 
agriculture and labor. Provides that he 
•hall compile and present* to the legwhi 
tivp assembly statistics with relation to 
labor in the state, hours and wages of 
labor employed, descriptions of labor or- 
ganizations and what they have accom- 
plished; the bill makes tho comiuuwmner 
state statistician and provides that he 
shall hare charge of any exhibit of tne 
product* and rewmrcHS of theotate at 
any display that may be made by tbe 
state at any exposition.

that then* is a lack of employment for 
the inmates of that institution resulting 
in a financial disadvantage to the state 
and tending to produce unfavorable 
mental and physical conditions among 
the in matos.

the year 1891 a "twine and cordage 
plant" was built and in the following 
year started in operation at the Minne- 
sota State penitentiary located at Still- 
water in that state; that tbe said plant 
has been operated since that time with 
such succea* that the institution Ls now 
sett sustaining and during the last ve«r 
thn earnings of the inmates exceeded 
the expense, per capita, for keeping each 
of them by the sum ef 9114.02, while in 
the year 1S91, the year before the "twine 
and cordage plant" was put in operation 
the excess of expense over the earnings 
was $14o,83 per capita; Therefore 


Resolved oy thu house of representa- 


tives tat c<r-i.tc _t,r.-urnng that a com- 
mittee consisting of one member of the

M'COY IS BEATEN 


Sailor Sharkey Disposes of Kid McCoy 


in a Hard Fought Ten Round

Battle. 


Kfd is Shifty and the Prettier Fighter 


But the Sailor is Too Tough 


For Him.

McCoy the Favorite in the Battle at the 


Start, but Loses Through 


Sharkey's Tenacity. 


NEW YOJIK, Jan. 10. The McCoy- 


Sharkev prize tight took place tonight 
after two preliminary bouts, in which 
Carter and Strauss and Patterson and 
Kid Broad participated. 
Strauss got 


the decision in the first bout on 8 foul 
and Patterson in the second on points. 


The principal interest centered in the 


McCoy Sharkej eonte*t and the elnb 
room was crowded long before the time, 
set for tha tight. Betting at the ring- 
side was $UH> to ?90 on McCoy and one 
»>ct of *1.000 to WOO was posted on the 
Kid. 


Mi-Co) 
weighed at 15C pounds and 


Sliarkev at 173. The men put in an ap- 
pearance shortly after 10 o'clock and 
both were printed with tremendous ap- 
plause. Each appeared in the pink of 
condition. 


At 10:JO the men entered the ring, af- 


ter the referee had explained the terms 
of the contest and the agreements had 
been reached as- to rules. The following 
is a summary of the light by round-: 


First Round In the first round Mc- 


Coj was the aggressor with clever work 
on both sides aud n% apparent advantage 
to either, 


Second Round -McCoy appears to 


avoid the sailor: dances around the ring 
,but does some very fast work toward the 
end of the round. Closes a trifle in favor 
of the Kid. 


Third Round—This was a fast round 


throughout. 
Sharkej scores several 


misses and gets a bed one on the jaw as 
the gong sounds. 


Fourth Round—MeCoj abandons his 


dancing tactics and meets the sailor's 
rushes creditably. Sharkey lands once 
but is handed out some hot ones before, 
the end of the round. 
This round also 


closes in favor of McCoy. 


Fifth Round—Sharkey opened with a 


rush but failed to land, continues to 
rush but McCoy's agility saves him. The 
men clinch and are separated by Hurst, 
McCoy lands three times on the sailor's 
face. Sharkey rushes again but the Kid 
isn't there. Honors for McCoy when the 
gong sounds. 


Sixth Round—Hard fighting through- 


out this round. Sbarkey pulls himself 
together and does some very ulever 
work. Fast fighting on both sides. 
Sharkej rushes the Kid to the ropes and 
lands twice as the gong sounds. Shark- 
evls stock at par. 


Seventh Bound—Both scored a couple 


of misses in the beginning. Sharkey 
crowds McCoy who jabs at long range. 
Tom lands a stiff one on the jaw which 
sends the Kid to the ropes. McCoy re- 
covers himself and holds his arm. Both 
appear to be losing speed at the end of 
this and are dragging each other at the 
end. 


Eighth Round—Opened with a clinch 


and bade fair to be a bugging match. 
McCoy lands stiffly on the sailor's eye 
twice almost closing it. Sharkey lands 
a hard left on McCoy's stomach which 
came near being disastrous. Re falls in 
agony and take? the limit Sharkey has 
the beet of the terrible pounding ai&he 
gong sounds. 


Ninth Round—McCoy institutes pro- 


cejedings with a left jab on the sailor's 
jaw. 
Sharkey lands heavily on McCoy's, 


wind who is forced to retreat and Tom 
lands left and right as he gets away. Me- 
Co> is plucky and fans Tom with some ! 
hot ones, and when the gong sounded 
the men were hugging each other at 
arms length. 


Tenth Round —At the beginning of the 


tenth round it was nobody's tight and 
the backers of both the boys were con- 
fident. Sharkey opened with a rush. 
MeCo) seemed, to lose his grip. 
His 


blows lacked steam. Sharkey landed on 
the Kid's stomach, who went to the fleer 
in intense agon}, and took the fall time 
limit before be faced the sailor who 
rushed again and landed heavily on Mc- 
Coy's head sending him to the floor. 
McCoy arose again but referee Hurst 
motioned Sharkey to his corner and Rave 
him the decision. The last round only 
lasted one minute. 


When McCoy arose he staggered to 


his c-orner. He was loudly cheered at 
he climbed down and was soonsurround- 
ed by his sympathizer* and left his chair 
• few moments latter. 
It was a great 


battle; nothing could exceed McCoy's 


dexterity and fast work in the early part 
of the battle. Tom's remarkable strength 
and endurance were the factors which 
enabled him to snatch up victory from 
apparent defeat. 


The decision nl the referee will be fav- 


orably received. Sharkey will now chal- 
lenge Fitzsimmorw as he has the undis- 
puted title of heavyweight champion.

Sensation in Montana. 


HELENA, Mont. Jan. 10— Senator 


Whiteside, in a special report to the sen- 
ate stated today that he had with two 
otiwr senators been paid $30,000 by W. 
A. Clark, the Butte banker, to use his 
influence in the interest of the latter in 
the senatorial fight. He said he accept- 
ed the money in order to have tangible 
.evidence of bribery. The report created 
a sensation and it is believed destroys 
Clarice's chances.

It appears, however, 
that the people of Williamsport do not 
propose to lose the county seat without 
putting up a fight and have accordingly 
taken the initial step in securing injunj 
tion of the commissioners and other 
county officers yesterday. It is alleged 
that enough fraudulent and illegal votes 
were cast to cut the majority down to 
less than two-thirds and on this point 
the plaintiffs propose to make their case.
